Dockworkers'

COLUMBUS, Ohio UP)—'The fed­ 
eral bu reau of pu blic roads today 
agreed to pay 90 per cen t of the 
cost of con stru ction plan s for a 
-n ew su per highway design ed to re­ 
liev e heav y traffic between Clev e­ 
lan d an d the Pen n sy lv an ia state 
lin e. 
The road wou ld n ot be ready for 
fou r or fiv e y ears. It wou ld follow 
the rou te seiected or part of the 
proposed n orth-sou th tu rn pik e. 
The Ohio Tu rn pik e Commission 
decided n ot to bu ild a n orth-sou th 
tu rn pik e an d the state highway de­ 
partmen t decided to bu ild as free 
roads section s of the proposed 
tu rn pik e where traffic is heav iest. 
Con stru ction plan s for the su per 
highway will cost three million dol­ 
lars or more an d will be ready in 
abou t on e y ear. They will cov er 
the area between Ohio 306 in 
n orthern Lak e Cou n ty an d Ohio 90 
in n orthern Ashtabu la Cou n ty . 


The highway departmen t’s depu ­ 
ty director in charge of program­ 
min g, John J. Heier, said the road 
Kwill be bu ilt in fiv e-mile section s. 
Heier said some of the con su ltin g 
en gin eers who will prepare the 
con stru ction plan s hav e started 
work already . 
The proposed highway is on the 
federal in terstate sy stem, which 
mak es it eligible for 90 per cen t 
federal aid. It will hav e frequ en t 
in terchan ges. When the rou te was 
selected for a possible tu rn pik e, in ­ 
terchan ges were spaced 30 to 35 
miles apart. 
Today ’s action mean s the high­ 
way departmen t can sign con ­ 
tracts with the con su ltin g en gi­ 
n eers.

History Repeated 


The old adage that history repeats itself gar­ 
ner powerful support in the course of events in 
Hungary today . For there are striking similar­ 
ities between the current situation and that of 
the Hungarian nationalist movement more than 
100 y ears ago. 
Sparked by the news of the second French 
revolution in 1848, Lajos Kossuth, a Hungarian 
revolutionist whose name has been sounded as 
a rally ing point for the courageous rebels of 
1956, denounced the Austrian government in the 
Diet at Budapest. His bold action fanned the 
flames of the liberal movement in Central Eu­ 
rope that brought the ex ile of Prince Metter- 
nich, concessions in Bohemia, promises of con­ 
stitutions in Austrian provinces, charters of free­ 
dom in several Italian states, a constitution for 
Prussia. All of what later became a united 
Germany seemed on the brink of achieving po­ 
litical liberty . 
But then, as now, Russian intervention proved 
the weapon that stilled the throbbing heart of 
freedom. Nearly 200,000 Russian troops poured 
into Hungary from the east and north to aid 
the remaining reactionary forces. The new 
constitutional privileges were abolished and 
many nationalist leaders were ex ecuted. Con­ 
trol was delivered back into the hands of the 
old rulers. Led by Lajos Kossuth, thousands of 
refugees from oppression were welcomed to the 
United States and other nations of the New 
World. 
The tragic irony of 1956, however, is that 
Moscow’s Communists have overlooked a pro­ 
nouncement by the greatest of their own heroes. 
For, y ears after the debacle of 1848, Nikolai 
Lenin condemned the Russian government “for 
suppressing 
a 
Hungarian 
people 
revolting 
against slavery .” 
Lenin himself has thus provided the most ac­ 
curate comment on the duplicity of the Com­ 
munist “revolution.” 


Giveaway Deluxe 


The Wall Street Journal reports that grocers 
around the nation are feeling the pinch of some 
pretty stiff competition: free food distribution 
by Uncle Sam. 
As the result of a program created by Con­ 
gress two y ears ago, nearly 400,000,000 pounds 
of surplus food were distributed last fiscal y ea? 
to 3.446,114 people. These are supposedly mem­ 
bers of “low income families,” but because 
state and county welfare agencies give out the 
stocks and set their own eligibility standards, 
the lists of recipients are not alway s confined 
to those in real need. 
In Pennsy lvania, for instance, which was the 
leading consumer in the project with 8 67,337 on 
the rolls last y ear, the surplus stocks have been 
given to union strikers. Arkansas is feeding 10 
per cent of its population and Mississippi at 
one time had more than a fourth of its popu­ 
lation enrolled. In some agricultural states, ef­ 
forts to relieve the lot of residents of drought- 
stricken areas have ex panded into counties 
which have enjoy ed good crops for several 
y ears. 
The situation grew out of a congressional bill 
originally aimed at helping hard-hit coal miners 
in West Virginia. By the time the measure 
had passed both houses, however, the base had 
grown considerably . 
Agriculture Department officials, topped by 
Secretary Benscn, opposed the idea. They are 
anx ious to get rid of farm surpluses, but fail to 
see much chance of making headway with this 
program. It too freq uently just substitutes gov­ 
ernment distribution of food for commercial 
distribution. 


Wise Choice 


In these troubled times when the United Na­ 
tions is working hard to prove itself the high 
road to international peace, the election of a 
delegate from a small Asiastic nation as pres­ 
ident of the General Assembly shows consider­ 
able wisdom. 
Prince Wan Waithay akon of Thailand, a grand­ 
son of the enlightened King Rama IV made fa­ 
mous by the story of “Anna and the King of 
Siam,” brings to his job a talent for diplomacy 
eq ual to that of many of his colleagues from 
larger powers. He acq uired a brilliant educa­ 
tion in the West and sound ex perience in pub- 
lit service for his country . For 11 y ears he 
has been one of the most ardent — and most 
admired — supporters of the mission of the 
United Nations. 
A devout Buddhist who makes a crusade of 
friendship, Prince Wan reflects the q uiet good 
humor of his people in his diplomatic dealings. 
In his new position at the head of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly , he will increase the prestige 
and the influence of the United Nations among 
the small nations, particularly those of Asia, 
who grow increasingly important in the balance 
of world power and the course of world events. 


Eisenhower's Rebuttal

Sometimes they come belatedly 
but there is no gain say ing the ef­ 
fective rebuttals made by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower in his press con- 
f e r ences as 
he f a c e s - a 
b a r r a ge of 
q u e stions— 
many of them 
at 
times 
as 
hostile 
as if 
an 
opposition 
p a rty spokes­ 
man had ex ­ 
pressed them. 
For 
months 
n o w 
t h e 
cliches and bromides of the Demo­ 
crats have set forth these proposi­ 
tions: 
First, that the administration 
has been “drifting” in the Middle 
East and has had no “policies” to 
prevent the situation there from 
developing as it has. 
Second, 
that the 
“liberation” 
policy of the administration has 
not come to the rescue of nations 
in Eastern Europe. 
Third, that the President has not 
ex ercised “leadership” inside his 
ow n party and that there really is 
a serious cleavage as between 
“Old Guard” and “New Republi­ 
cans.” 
With the unmistakable force that 
his sincerity gives to his public 
statements, President Eisenhower 
has refuted every one of these 
criticisms. 


THUS, THE PRESIDENT made 
it clear that never has United 
States policy advocated the use of 
our military force to secure the 
“liberation” of the peoples of East­ 
ern Europe. 
It is the critics who are hy po­ 
critical about this, because they 
know very well the American peo­ 
ple will not sanction the sending 
of American troops to Hungary to 
decide a civil war there. 
Not a single spokesman for the 
opposition has ever had the temer­ 
ity to advocate such a course, y et 
constantly there are barbs of sar­ 
casm thrust at the administration 
for its failure to enforce “libera­ 
tion.” 
As the President say s, the spirit 
of liberty and freedom is constant­ 
ly encouraged by his administra­ 
tion. He might have added that it 
is discouraged only when anti-ad­ 
ministration 
s p ok e s m e n like 
George Kennan say in speeches 
that the “status q uo” in Eastern 
Europe has to be accepted with a 
certain sort of “finality .” 
One thing is clear — American 
military power will not be used to 
settle local wars or to “go it 
alone.” 
It will be used only in defense 
against attack where our treaty 
obligations, as in NATO, req uire 
it or it will be used to back up 
the United Nations where the is­ 
sue is clearly one that in the long 
run may endanger our own safety . 


IT IS PRIMARILY America’s 
willingness to support the United 


Nations police force in the Suez 
area today which gives strength 
to that ex pedition, even though 
United States troops aren’t in­ 
volved. 
Similarly , it is America’s readi­ 
ness to thwart the sending of So­ 
viet “volunteers” to Egy pt which 
stay s the hand of the aggressors 
and the would-be aggressors in the 
Middle East. 
This is a policy of deterrence 
based on moral force plus military 
preparedness. The President trac­ 
ed the policy back for many 
months and rightly absolved the 
American government of any re­ 
sponsibility for Soviet plotting and 
Nasser’s acceptance of Commun­ 
ist influence. 
As for party politics, the Presi­ 
dent at his Wednesday press con­ 
ference gave a definition of “mod­ 
ern 
Republicanism” 
which 
the 
critics have tried to twist into 
something that implies a cleavage 
inside his own party . 
Yet nobody can cite more than 
two or even three Republicans out 
of the 47 elected to the Senate 
either in 1952 or 1954 or 1956 who 
have been or are at variance with 
the definition of “modern Republi­ 
canism” ex pressed by the Presi 
dent this week. 


S O M E 
REPUBLICANS, 
of 
course, have differed on certain 
aspects of foreign policy and so 
have some Democrats deviated 
from party concepts. 
“Modern 
Republicanism” 
was 
espoused by the Dewey - Bricker 
ticket in 1948 in almost precisely 
the language used by the Presi­ 
dent on Wednesday . 
Spending huge sums for social 
welfare is approved in principle 
but as the President say s, it has 
to be done within the limits of “in­ 
tegrity in the fiscal operations of 
the government” and a “sound 
doHar.” It also has to be within 
the limits of free enterprise ex ­ 
cept in emergencies. 
For months the Democrats and 
their allies in the press have been 
try ing to promote discord inside 
the Republican party by cry ing out 
that the President doesn’t ex ercise 
“strong leadership.” 
It’s another one of those vague 
phrases like “new ideas in foreign 
policy ” which never are defined 
or made concrete. 


MR. EISENHOWER said frank­ 
ly he doesn’t believe in a ty pe of 
“leadership” that tries to knock 
heads together. He declared: 
“I am not one of the desk-pound­ 
ing ty pe that likes to stick out 
his jaw and look like he is bossing 
the show.” 
Instead, Mr. Eisenhower likes to 
try persuasion and reason. He has 
thus given an effective answer to 
those who forget that there are 
still 48 states and that the people 
in those states decide what kind 
of Republicans or Democrats they 
want to represent them in Wash­ 
ington.

From Canadian concerns alone, 
there are already two jobs avail­ 
able for every one person sched­ 
uled to take an engineering degree 
nex t spring. A roughly similar 
situation of twice as many jobs as 
trained men ex ists in the U.S. 
American business plans to send 
an unprecedented number of tal- 
ent-scouts and job-hawkers up to 
Canada to snare the cream of 
the nex t graduating classes. 


CANADA’S boom-primed indus­ 
trialists, besides 
blanketing 
all 
the Dominion’s campuses

scouts, are preparing an organized 
campaign to hire engineers, scien­ 
tists and other specialists grad­ 
uating from m a j or U.S. univer­ 
sities. 
The Canadian drive has active 
support from the government. Ot­ 
tawa has sent several senior immi 
gration officials to the U.S. to push 
emigration northward. 
Such officials will 
also help 
Canadian businessmen plan their 
brain-scalping foray s into Ameri­ 
can universities. 
So far, the edge in this con­ 
test to attract high-grade immi­ 
grants has been definitely held by 
the U.S. salaries and wages in 
general are substantially higher 
south of the border, particularly for 
the professions. 


FOR ALMOST A hundred y ears, 
mor Canadians have emigrated to 
America than Americans to Can­ 
ada.

Iowa can lose to Ohio State anc 
become the first team to lose two 
conference games and still go to 
Pasadena if both Michigan anc 
Minnesota lose another game. 
The possibilities are many if 
the Hawkeyes lose to the favored 
Buckeyes. Ohio State is favored 
by a touchdown on the strength of 
17 straight conference triumphs. 
And although the Bucks are in­ 
eligible for the bowl bid because 
of rules infractions, there’s plenty 
of incentive for a victory. 
By winning the conference title 
outright, Ohio State will be the 
first team in conference history 
to win three undisputed champion­ 
ships in a row. 
A loss to Iowa would rob the 
Buckeyes of an undisputed crown 
and could place them in a posi­ 
tion to lose out on a share of the 
title. 
Minnesota also is an underdog 
to Michigan State’s once-beaten 
Spartans.

Fran k J. Lausche’s proclamation 
callin g a special session of the 
Legislature Nov. 26 says “it is 
harmful to the public welfare of 
this state to permit an y substan ­ 
tial impairmen t or suspen sion of 
public utilities.” 
The govern or issued the formal 
call for the special session Frid ay 
in the form of a proclamation .

pan ies, a move origin atin g in ef­ 
forts to en d the lon g strike of the 
Commun ication s Workers of Amer­ 
ica again st the Ohio Con solid ated 
Telephon e Co. 
The 
govern or’s 
proclamation 
said the strike had created “a 
serious, immed iate an d ex traord i­ 
n ary situation . . . as a result of 
which all telephon e service in vari­ 
ous cities an d commun ities has 
been completely termin ated .” 
The strike has hit Con solid ated 
ex chan ges in 24 southeastern Ohio 


coun ties. Portsmouth an d Scioto 
Coun ty have been without service 
sin ce Oct. 15. The strike began 
July 15, but supervisory employes 
have kept other ex chan ges open . 
The proclamation further called 
for legislative action “to permit 
the State of Ohio to ta*e such ac­ 
tion as may be n ecessary to in sure 
the operation an d fun ction in g ot 
public utilities en gaged in the busi­ 
n ess of furn ishin g water, light, 
heat, gas, electric power or com­ 
mun ication , or an y on e or more 
of these when such utilities cease 
to fun ction or to furn ish ad equate 
service to the public.”
